August losses amounted to 
$6,691 in property stolen, accord- 
ing to the August report of Police 
Chief Marc Vernam submitted to 
the Dansville Village Board at its 
meeting last week. 

Vernam noted his department 
recovered property valued at 
$1,302 during the same period. 
Criminal mischief losses 
amounted to $822. 

Vernam said the department 
received 389 complaints during 
the month; there were 77 arrests 
and 18 accidents. 

For the year, stolen property 
totals $59,057, with $45,339 
reported in property recoveries. 
Criminal mischief damages 
amount to $15,008 The depart- 
ment has received 3,064 com- 
plaints. There have been 438 ar- 
rests and 117 accidents, Vernam 
said.
